Table  I  gives,  as  usual,  the  source  of  each  sample,  and  a  statement  of  claims  made 
reKarding  it.     Succeeding  tables  give,  in  detail,  the  results  of  analysis. 

I  may  remark  that  the  column  headed  "  Residual  Cane  Sugar  has  reference  only 
to  that  portion  of  the  cane  sugar  added  which  is  not  inverted  by  the  operations  of 
manufacture,  and  is  no  indication  of  the  amount  of  cane  sugar  originally  added,  ine 
next  column  "Non-Cane  Sugar  Solids  "—contains  more  or  less  of  the  cane  sugar,  now 
changed  into  invert  tugar,  together  with  glucose,  or  other  matters  used  in  manufacture.
